I OWE it to my thousands of friends to make a statement 

at this time about certain irrational reports that have 
gone to the nation by press and radio, the last few days. 
Fantastic rumors and outright falsehoods have been pub- 
lished as fact. 

The moth-eaten charge that I am a Nazi has been re- 
vived — this time coming from a source that I could not 
have expected or anticipated. The accusation originated in 
the first place with the Communist “Daily Worker,” back in 
1937. No matter who says it, I denounce the charge as an 
unmitigated lie — a canard which cannot be sustained by 
the least fraction of evidence. 

In April 1938 I formulated the principles and outlined 
the seven points on which I made my race for the United 
States Senate later that year. The first point was as fol- 
lows: “DEFENSE OF CONSTITUTIONAL DEMOCRACY 
AGAINST THE ENCROACHMENTS OF COMMUNIST, 
FASCIST AND NAZI PROPAGANDA.” The second point 
was equally explicit: “Rebuilding of national character by 
the quickening of patriotic, moral and religious sentiments 
as an antidote to possible bloodshed.” 


In my appeal to the Kansas electorate I constantly group- 
ed Communism, Fascism and Nazism together, condemning 
all three, at the same time defending Constitutional Democ- 
racy. This has always been my attitude. My record stands. 


After returning from Europe in 1935, I published an article 
in the February 15, 1935 Revealer magazine, analyzing 
conditions abroad and stated: “People who live under dic- 
tatorships are to be pitied. They enjoy few of the personal 
liberties which are essential to the true expression, expan- 
sion and development of the human spirit — liberties for 
instance for which our forefathers here in America bled and 
died. .. . Any form of dictatorship when considered from 
the American viewpoint is revolting because it jeopardizes 
freedom of press, freedom of assembly and freedom of 
speech.” ‘ 

On January 16, 1938 I addressed the people of Kansas by 
means of the largest raddio station in the State. During 
the broadcast I said these words: “The first horse of the 
Apocalypse, to which I call your attention tonight, is red. 
The second horse, inter- 
national Fascism, is 
black. The third horse 
of the Apocalypse, Nazi- 
ism, is brown. All of 
these horses are globe 
trotters. Their strength 








is being registered 
around the world. The 
red horse, the black 


horse and the ‘brown 
horse — all rest upon 
the out-worn theory. of 
dictatorship — one-man 
government, in which the 
liberties of the masses 
are completely destroyed. 
These horses are enemies 
of Constitutional Dem- 
ocracy, such as we have 
enjoyed for 150 years, in 
this part of the world. 
“Fascism is the bas- 
tard child, the illegiti- 
mate offspring of Com- 
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munism. Italy turned red, prior to the rise of Fascism. 
Italy first yielded to Communist propaganda; class hatreds 
were. generated on Italian soil; blood was shed through 
fires of a violent revolution. Then a reaction took place 
among the Italian people. Fascism was born. Fascism 
in Italy was therefore the illegitimate offspring of Com- 
munism. Red changed to black. 

“Germany passed through a similar experience. Germany 
turned red, prior to the rise of Hitler. Then a reaction oc- 
curred among the German people; Nazism was born — the 
illegitimate offspring of Communism. Red changed to 
brown. 

“The time has come to settle the matter. once and for all, 
that there is going to be no dictatorship, of any kind — red, 
black, or brown, in the United States.” 


An Evil Trinity 


The following excerpts from past issues of The Defender 
are typical of scores of similar quotations that could be 
cited. They speak for themselves... . 

January 1936: “No amount of camouflage and lying pro- 
paganda can longer conceal the brutal intentions of this 
bestial system. Shorn of its trappings, robbed of its mask, 
we see Communism today, as a horrible, bloody monstrosity 
— a cruel, heartless beast, stalking among the nations en- 
gendering hatreds, soon to strike with a military machine 
that promises to leave civilization a smoldering mass of 
ruins,.a lonely graveyard.” 

January 1936: “The philosophers who contributed more 
than others to moulding the early thinking of Mussolini, 
were Nietzsche, Schopenhauer, Machiavelli and Marx. The

December 1938: “The coming of the World War, the re- 
birth of Jewish nationalism, the rise of international Com- 
munistic propaganda, the tragedy of Russia, the building 
of a League of Nations, the revival of the old Roman Em- 
pire under Mussolini, the appearance of Nazism, the mas- 
sacre of Ethiopia, the taking of Austria, the dismemberment 
of Czechoslovakia — these and many other catastrophic 
changes are all pointing toward a reign of Satanism, the 
like of which the human family has never known.” 

July 1939: “Like Communism, Fascism is totalitarian — 
one party, one boss and he a dictator; with state worship 
as the spiritual function of the citizen. TResisted in Italy, 
the Russian Commissars tried to transplant their Bolshe- 
vism in Germany, and they actually started a revolution 
there, which was met by the invention of Nazism as an 
antidote. Like Fascism and Communism, Nazism is also 
totalitarian. 

“The Holy Bible opens with the story of creation in which 
a serpent is used to symbolize aggressive and destructive 
evil. And so it may not be inappropriate to use snakes to 
illustrate the clashing of the wicked ideologies of today — 
the poisonous isms that threaten to engulf civilization with 
its liberties and Christian culture. Suppose, to illustrate, 
we look upon Communism as a rattlesnake. As an antidote 
for the rattlesnake bite of Communism, Fascism was invent- 
ed in Italy and Nazism in Germany. But now we see the anti-

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The Story Of Job 


Rev. Gerald B. Winrod, D. D. 





THE story of Job comprises the 

oldest book in the Bible. It 
deals with the persecution and 
suffering of a good man — a man 
who tried at all times to walk 
uprightly before God. 


In establishing the great antiquity 
of the book, one writer has this to 
say: “As will be seen from the first 
chapter, Job, as a father, was the priest 
— he offered sacrifices for his sons. 
This was patriarchal, and points to a 
date when there was not, as yet, an 
organized priesthood. 


“Then, too, no reference is made to 
a sanctuary, either tabernacle or tem- 
ple, nor any stated place of worship. 
Evidently, then, Job lived in a day 
prior to the sanctuary or any organized 
priesthood.” 


Taken as a whole, the experiences 
recorded in this book, deal with the 
philosophical question — Why Do 
Righteous People Suffer Unjustly? 


The book of Job divides itself into 
seven sections: (1) Prologue, (2) Job 
and his wife, (3) Job and his three 
friends, (4) Job and Elihu, (5) Jehovah 
and Job, (6) Job’s final answer, and 
(7) Epilogue. It is estimated that the 
recorded events covered approximately 
one year. 


Job was a good man. He “feared 
God and eschewed evil.” The open- 
ing scene of the drama finds him in a 
state of prosperity. He has seven 
sons, a wife, three daughters, sheep, 
camels, oxen, she asses and much land. 
“This man was the greatest of all the 
men of the east.” 


Because of his position on the earth 
plane, he was in the dark as to certain 
events that were taking place, for his 
detriment, in the heavenlies. Satan de- 
manded the right of torturing him. Job 
became the victim of a plot. 


The beginning of the story shows that 
all persecution of God’s children origin- 
ates with Satan. The word Satan 
In Revelation 12:10 





he is called “the accuser of our breth- 
ren.” 


The second scene lifts the reader 
above the earth plane, into the heaven- 
lies. A meeting of the “sons of God” 
is in progress. The Accuser is present. 
Satan came to the assemblage “from 
going to and fro in the earth.” Job 
is mentioned at the meeting as being 
“a perfect and an upright man, one 
that feareth God.” 


Satan speaks disparagingly of the 
patriarch and demands the right of 
tormenting him. Permission is granted, 
with certain provisions being made, set- 
ting the bounds in which the forces of 
evil would be allowed to operate; and 
this reminds us that God “will not suf- 
fer you to be tempted above that ye 
are able.” 


The plot thickens. Satan strikes two 
ways — first, through wicked men and 
second, by means of disturbances in 
the realm of nature. Job is taken by 
surprise. 

A messenger came with the report 
that Sabeans had entered the field, kill- 
ing servants, taking oxen and asses. 
Another messenger appeared a short 


time later to say that lightning had 
struck, destroying sheep, property and 
other servants. A third messenger 
brought the bad news that three bands 
of Chaldeans had stolen the patriarch’s 
camels. No sooner was this report giv- 
en, than information reached Job to 
the effect that his sons and daughters 
had lost their lives in a storm. 


Thus, four crushing blows were ad- 
ministered in rapid succession. Job 
languished under a Satanic assault. He 
was guilty of no wrong, but because 
of his great piety, the Accuser marked 
him for destruction. The good man 
was mystified by this sudden wave of 
adversity. Being in the dark as to the 
true motivation behind his difficulties, 
he pondered the question — Why Do 
Righteous People Have To Suffer Un- 
justly? 


He did not understand that the very 
strength of his spirit, the superior qual- 
ity of his soul, the degree of spiritual en- 
lightenment which he possessed, made 
him a special target for the powers of 
evil. Satan hated him because of his 
standing with God.

Let Christians pray, even at this late date, that our beloved America 
shall be spared the fate of less fortunate countries in other parts of the 


Fascist-Nazi powers on the 
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Woe be to the man who, working in 
league with Satan, lifts a finger to 
wound an anointed servant of God! 
The saint may suffer temporarily, but 
eventually he will be vindicated. “Ven- 
geance is mine: I will repay, saith the 
Lord.” This proved to be the case, as 
we shall see, in the life of Job. 


The patriarch kept his head, even 
in the face of trial and persecution. 
“In all this Job sinned not, nor charg- 
ed God foolishly.” 


Out of the agonies of a battered soul, 
he cried: “Naked came I out of my 
mother’s womb, and naked shall I re- 
turn thither: the Lord gave, and the 
Lord hath taken away; blessed be the 
name of the Lord.” 


Adversity drove the good man closer 
to God. Thus, from the start, Job 
beat the Devil at his own game. But 
from all visible appearances, Satan 
won the first round. 


There is another “convention” in the 
heavenlies. Satan insinuates himself 
into the presence of the “sons of God” 
once more. Again he berates Job and 
insists that if the flesh of the faithful 
servant is smitten with disease that the 
victim will crack under the strain. Sa- 
tan gains permission to “accuse” Job 
the second time, but the bounds in 
which: he is allowed to work are fixed. 


The next scene finds Job afflicted 
with ulcers and boils. The disease 
was probably black leprosy, a condition 
that produces raw sores over the body 
which keep eating away, gnawing at the 
flesh, and will not heal. Unbearable itch- 
ing accompanies the plague, but ashes 
offer a measure of relief. In this sad pic- 
ture we find God’s man seated in a 
pile of ashes with a piece of broken 
crockery in hand, scraping his body 
and plastering himself with ashes. 


At this point, when he most needed 
the sympathy and inspiration which 
only a loyal helpmate and companion 
could provide, his wife turned against 
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him. This was perhaps the cruelest of 
all Job’s trials. 


Just when he was mustering every 
ounce of courage and spiritual resist- 
ance that he could command... ata 
time when he was suffering under ruth- 
less Satanic pressure ... at a time 
when strong human attachments would 
be most helpful — in that hour, the 
last support which human flesh could 
offer, was swept away. The one person 
who should have been willing to stand 
with him turned away and said sneer- 
ingly: “Curse God, and die.” 


“Thou speakest as one of the foolish 
women speaketh,” replied the patriarch. 
Job remained true to his Lord even in 
this calamity. We read: “In all this 
did not Job sin with his lips.” 


The arm of flesh gave completely 
away. No blood relative remained, to 
whom the sufferer could turn in his 
hour of sadness and desperation. And 
so, he placed himself unreservedly in 
the hands of God. “Though he slay 
me, yet will I trust him,” were his 
heroic words. 


It is a paradoxical fact that some of 
the world’s mightiest spiritual giants 
have suffered, on the human side, from 
loss of companionship, due to complex- 
es over which they had no control. One 
of the great Christian leaders of the 
last generation, a man who started 
evangelistic and missionary currents 
flowing to the ends of the earth, suffer- 
ed no less than Job, because his wife 
did everything in her power to hinder 
and retard the work in which he was 
engaged. 


Finally, this man died. His home 
life had been one of constant confus- 
ion. When the funeral was over, the 
mourners returned home. The minister 
who conducted the service described the 
scene as one of extreme pathos. The 
bereaved wife kissed the place at the 
table where her husband had eaten 
his meals, the chair on which he sat, 
the desk where he wrote. Convulsed 
with grief, her sobs were nothing short 
of wails. Not until his departure from 
this life, was she able to express her 
true feelings for the man who might 
have accomplished so much more in 
the service of the Master, had she been 
less like the wife of Job. 


Few men have suffered from exper- 
iences of this kind as did John Wesley, 


the founder of Methodism. His diary 
contains frequent references to the 
trials that he endured. In his “Beacon 
Lights of Faith,” Rev. C. F. Wimberly 
says: 

“John Wesley had an unfortunate 
domestic experience. He lived a trage- 
dy in his home; at times, it is believed, 
suffered physical punishment at the 
hands of his wife. A great soul is often 
most helpless and unsophisticated in 
the game of courtship, or so it often 
seems, and irreparable blunders are 
made. John Wesley was a great soul, 
capable of great ‘enjoyment from the 
sweeter things of life; but in this re- 
gard his life was empty.” 


The next scene brings three of Job’s 
friends across desert sands to “com- 
fort” him. Eliphaz, Bildad and Zophar 
arrive on camels. “So they sat down 
with him upon the ground seven days 
and seven nights, and none spake a 
word unto him: for they saw that his 
grief was very great.” 


Job finally opens the conversation. 
His discourse embraces a whole chap- 
ter of the book. It is a message of 
lamentations. He can not understand 
why good people suffer more in this 
life than bad people. He deplores the 
day of his birth, the season of the year 
when he was born, and the memory 
of his mother. 


A dialogue ensues in which some of 
the finest, most sublime thoughts ever 
reduced to writing, are expressed. The 
conversations are of such a character 
as to sound the very depths of the 
human soul. Job speaks eight times, 
Eliphaz three, Bildad three, and Zophar 
two. 


Like the visitor who enters a sick 
room and insists upon telling the pa- 
tient how bad he looks, these three 
men only aggravate Job’s condition. In 
spite of his anguish of soul and physi- 
cal suffering, the patriarch shows a 
far better understanding of God’s deal- 
ings with human beings, than does Eli- 
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phaz, Bildad and Zophar who are sup- 
posed to be experts in matters per- 
taining to religion and philosophy. 
They insist that the man languishing in 
ashes is a hypocrite. They heap con- 
demnation upon him. In searching for 
an answer to the question — Why Do 
Righteous People Have To Suffer Un- 
justly? . . . they show no knowledge 
of the existence of Satan, working from 
behind the scenes, persecuting the 
saints. 


As Job dismisses the trio of critics, 
a fourth friend appears, a young man 
by the name of Elihu, who consumes 
six chapters of the book with proverbs 
and words of wisdom. He is more 
considerate in his attitude toward the 
patriarch and possesses a far better 
conception of the Infinite. After much 
reasoning he reaches the position that 
the raw sores did not come from God. 
He concludes his discourse with these 
words: “Touching the Almighty, we 
cannot find him out; he is excellent 
in power, and in judgment, and in 
plenty of justice; he will not afflict.” 


It is significant that Job makes no 
teply to Elihu. He silently assents to 
the line of thought developed. The next 


chapter, and final scene of the drama, 
finds Jehovah and, Job conversing face 
to face. And things begin to brighten 
for the patriarch! 


Discussions leading up to this one 
have been about God. Now Job is 
speaking out of the God-consciousness. 
He is in God. Because of his resolute 
faith, his trials become blessings in dis- 
guise. Not once, in all his sufferings, 
did he waver. 

Satan vanishes from the scenes. The 
good man climbs out of the ashes. 
Hope fills his heart. He again becomes 
a prosperous man. In the _ begin- 
ning he had three daughters and seven 
sons. Late in life he became the father 
of three daughters and seven sons. In 
the beginning he had seven thousand 
sheep; late in life he had fourteen thou- 
sand. In the beginning he had three 
thousand camels; late in life he had 
six thousand camels. In the beginning 
he had five hundred yoke of oxen; late 
in life he had one thousand yoke of 
oxen. In the beginning he had five 
hundred she-asses; late in life he had 
one thousand she-asses. 


Job lived to the ripe old age of one 
hundred and forty years.

“Tm not going to stand for it and 
I’m not going to resign until forced to 
do so. 


“They don’t like me because I’m 
against stripping our own defenses for 
the sake of trying to stop Hitler 3,000 
miles away. Eventually they will force 
me to resign, and I'll be darned glad 
to come back to Kansas where the 
people have their feet on the ground 
and are not easily swayed by demagogs 
and subtle propaganda.”

iIGHT score and four years ago 

our fathers brought forth on 
this continent a new nation con- 
ceived in LIBERTY, and dedicat- 
ed to the proposition that all men 
are created equal,—a truly Chris- 
tian concept. 


Sorely handicapped was its great 
mission until its new birth of freedom 
in a Civil War, when it abolished ne- 
gro slavery with which the freedom- 
loving Colonies had been afflicted by 
the British Crown’s pernicious promo- 
tion of the slave-trade. 


A famous Statue of Liberty was 
thereafter erected, and a period of prog- 
ress and prosperity enjoyed unequaled 
in the world’s history, in striking con- 
trast to the havoc and misery uniform- 
ly produced by mercenary and war- 
breeding anti-Christian forces under 
their denial of the principle that “all 
men are created equal.” 


A new test faces our Nation today. 
It is whether this Republic, and its sal- 
utary checks and balances, shall be 
discarded for a fake Republic consti- 
tuting a virtual dictatorship and found- 
ed upon anti-Christian deception, dis- 
crimination and depredation, and par- 
ading as a Democracy, a much used 
disguise of enemies of our Republic. 


An intensely organized, and financial- 
ly powerful, international anti-Chris- 
tian horde, seeking world conquest, has 
long been engaged in insidious inva- 
sion of this Nation, penetrating and 
polluting practically every phase of 
American life, and insolently demand- 
ing tolerance for its intolerance, and 
license to destroy freedom. 


Politics, finance, economics, business 
and education have all suffered terribly 
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from its blight. Even tax-supported 
educational facilities have been flag- 
rantly misused to destroy fundamental 
concepts of Constitutional American 
Liberty. Insolent propagandists for the 
horde have the temerity to claim for 
its members “brains” and “culture” 
superior to our own, obviously confus- 
ing deceit with brains, and barbarism 
with culture. 


Palpably and demonstrably, no mem- 
ber or supporter of this anti-Christian 
and anti-American horde is eligible for 
office-holding in our Nation, yet a truly 
alarming number of them now occupy 
vitally important official positions—ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial. Their 
harmony in substituting craftily de- 
vised restraints of liberty in place of 
true liberty, and steering our Ship of 
State steadily toward the reefs of final 
bankruptcy, make it impossible not to 
believe that all understood one an- 
other from the beginning, and are 
working under a common plan or draft 
drawn up before the first blow was 
struck at the foundations of our Re- 
public. 


The plan or draft is incontrovertibly 
of Socialist vintage — compounded 
largely of old deceptions, with a new 
label or veneer. No form of Collectiv- 
ism is compatible with Constitutional 
American Liberty, or can ever produce 
anything except a dictatorship, no mat- 
ter what the label. Misbranding it 
“American” or “Christian,” cannot 
change its essential nature. Whether 
national or international, and whether 
Jewish, non-Jewish or anti-Jewish, it 
will still be inherently anti-Christian 
and anti-American, no matter what 
crackpot “intellectuals,” either cleric or 
lay, may say to the contrary. Instead 
of removing abuses, any Collectivism 
multiplies and aggravates them by 
making cogs of human beings. 


The real danger now confronting 
America arises from the un-American 
“Fifth Column” right in our midst. Its 


nefarious work has proceeded without 
appreciable molestation for a very long 
period. Officials sworn to defend this 
Republic have defended instead the in- 
solent proposition advanced by the 
horde that the right of “free speech” 
includes right to advocate overthrow 
of our Republic by force and violence. 
Members and supporters of the horde 
holding public office appear to be im- 
mune from dismissal by the present 
administration. Those responsible for 
these conditions now announce a cam- 
paiga to eliminate this un-American 
“Fifth Column.” The American peo- 
ple have the right and duty to believe, 
however, that no trust should be plac- 
ed in such announcement. 


American patriots are now told, in 
quite plain terms, that they will be stig- 
matized as members of a “Sixth Col- 
umn” if they expose the real identity 
and make-up of the anti-American and 
anti-Christian horde chiefly constitut- 
ing the “Fifth Column.” It is said to 
be un-American and un-Christian to do 
so, because of the resentment inevitably 
following such exposure, and the pos- 
sibility or likelihood that such resent- 
ment may develop into hatred of the 
ruthless horde by the American people. 


Hatred, of course, never cures or 
settles anything, and no one should 
incite it. However, the American peo- 
ple are not children to be kept in the 
dark about the imminent jeopardy of 
their Republic and their lives and liber- 
ties. It should, accordingly, be con- 
sidered a high honor to be a member 
of such “Sixth Column.” It should be 
made great and powerful, extending 
from coast to coast, and prepared to 
defend our Republic and our firesides 
from onslaughts of the “Fifth Column,” 
from which those in high office have 
failed to protect us. Regardless of the 
particular racial or other make-up of 
the anti-American horde, the full facts 
must be made known and unflinching- 
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ly dealt with. No racial or religious 
cloak can possibly protect the horde, 
nor can any member or supporter of 
political World Jewry or any world 
conquest organization or group, honest- 
ly claim to be a loyal American. 


The international horde promotes and 
manipulates panics and wars. Through 
clever financing of both sides of a war, 
it obtains the confidence of each, yet 
cunningly contrives to reduce both to 
exhaustion from mutual slaughter for 
easy tax-over and subjugation by the 
minority group constituting the horde. 
Its manipulations preceding and dur- 
ing the last world war, and its efforts 
immediately thereafter to promote civil 
wars in all crippled nations, leave no 
room for serious doubt about this. It 
has recently become quite evident that 
our own entry into the last world war 
was due chiefly to machinations of this 
horde, which is now seeking to em- 
broil us in the new world war. 


Let me warn most solemnly against a 
repetition of the deceptions of 1916-17 
which would put an end to this Repub- 
lic. In 1916, a President, on intimate 
terms with leaders of this international 
horde, marched at the head of a “pre- 
paredness parade,” and secured re-elec- 
tion upon the slogan “He kept us out of 
war.” Yet early in 1917, in cooperation 
with a supine Congress, he succumbed 
to the efforts of this international horde 
to put us into that world war. 


As early as June 3, 1916, a still ear- 
lier supine Congress passed an act 
which undertook to authorize the Presi- 
dent to assume astounding dictatorial 
powers “in time of war or when war is 
imminent,” which patently un-Ameri- 
can Act stands unrepealed even now. 
The present Congress has a plain duty 
to repeal that Act, particularly as the 
same war-mongering group to which 
President Wilson succumbed in 1917 
appears to be in high favor with our 
present President, and similar propa- 
ganda methods and mediums appear to 
be operating at high speed. 


To the Mothers in this Nation, living 
and dead, I must direct a few words. 
Time and again, they have sustained 
the most costly sacrifice — that of their 
own dear sons engaged in the service 
of this Republic. When the sacrifice 
has been in the cause of freedom, as 
was the case of the five sons of noble 
Mrs. Bixby in the Civil War, the an- 
guish of the bereavement has been 
somewhat assauged by a solemn pride. 
But when such lives ate snuffed out not 
in the cause of freedom, but as victims 
of gross betrayal and deception, as in 
1917 and 1918, and when similar prop- 
aganda methods and mediums now seek 
to embroil us in the new world war at 
the behest of the same unscrupulous 
horde of world aggressors, no truly in- 
formed Mother in America can possibly 
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remain silent while the Congress now 
in session seems disposed to ape the 
supine Congresses of 1916 and 1917. 


If America has the good sense to 
keep out of Europe’s wars, and to keep 
the machinations of this anti-American 
and anti-Christian horde out of Ameri- 
ca, our great Republic may endure to 
the end of time. . 


Loyal Americans of all races and 
creeds, and regardless of party affilia- 
tion, should lose no time in inaugurat- 
ing a National Campaign to remove

from public office all members and 
supporters of this organized interna- 
tional anti-American and anti-Chris- 
tian horde, and to return our Republic 
to its true functioning. 





With malice toward none, with char- 
ity for all, with firmness in the right 
as God gives us to see the right, let us 
fearlessly perform the special task of 
this generation as an example for fu- 
ture generations, to the end that gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people 
and for the people shall not perish from 
the earth.

[IN this time of confused thought, 

crime ascendancy and contend- 
ing armies, thoughtful men are 
trying to re-think personal, eco- 
nomic, and even international 
problems. ‘ 


In connection with the multiplied as- 
semblies, conferences, convocations, and 
conventions, held by Baptists the world 
around, the orator of the day takes 
just occasion to remind his auditors 
that Baptist principles were never more, 
if indeed so much, needed than now. 
To this declaration we lend hearty con- 
sent; but, with a single exception, we 
have not heard for some years past, 
a statement of Baptist principles to 


which we could lend intelligent consent. 
That exception occurred in the Min- 
nesota Baptist Convention of October 
1939, and passed the lips of Dr. Powell, 
my neighbor in the First Church, St. 
Paul. I shall give it fuller discussion 
at a later point in this article. 

Unfortunately for both the cause of 
truth, and the interest of this noble 
denomination, we have been treated 
for many seasons past to 


A Stereotyped Statement 


This statement is distinctly machine 
made. 

It arose in connection with the crea- 
tion of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion, and was formulated in defense 
of theological Modernism. a

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After The Baptist of Chicago had 
passed into the hands of those who 
spake the shibboleth of new theology, 
and before it drew its Baptist breath, 
it officially announced that “nothing is 
more fundamental than the Baptist 
belief — the right of private judg- 
ment.” That was something more than 
twenty years ago; and from that time 
until now, the professional propagandist 
has played up the idea as THE Baptist 
essential. 

It has been the plaster-pillar of Mod- 
ernism. 


Why do I say plaster-pillar? Because 
it has nothing in common with marble, 
with granite, or even with sandstone. 


That stereotyped statement has been 
extended, and now the average profes- 
sional spokesman whose salary is paid 
by the Baptist people, and in whose 
behalf we call many solemn and ur- 
gent assemblies, adds to the right of 
private judgment, “freedom of expres- 
sion, the worship of God according to 
the dictates of one’s conscience, and the 
separation of Church and State.” 


This statement seeks popular accep- 
tance by professional repetition. 


The more one travels, the more he 
attends assemblies called by and for 
the professions, and the more often 
he gives audience to Ex cathedra de- 
clarations, the more he realizes that the 
old Baptist standards are being pur- 
posely displaced; and, as the New Deal 
has set aside true Democracy while 
professing its practice, so the New 
Deal in Baptist affairs conveniently 
forgets the one essential upon which 
the denomination laid its emphasis for 
hundreds of years; and yet, it would 
create the impression of continued loy- 
alty to the old Standards. 


The Testimony of History 


I have seen already fifty-six years of 
active service in the Baptist ministry, 
and I think I am fairly familiar with 
the great historic declarations of my 
spiritual forefathers; and I have search- 
ed their Confessions of Faith in vain to 
find any one of them in which these 
now, paraded principles was given pri- 
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mary place, or even extended atten- 
tion. 

On the contrary, I discovered — as 
my neighbor Dr. Powell righteously 
contended — that each and every one 
of those historic documents put in first 
place the Baptist fundamental; namely, 
“We believe that the Holy Bible was 
(a) written by men supernaturally in- 
spired; (b) that it has truth without 
any admixture of error for its matter; 
and (c) therefore is, and shall remain 
to the end of the age, the only com- 
plete and final revelation of the will of 
God to man; the true center of Chris- 
tian union and the supreme standard 
by which all human conduct, creeds and 
opinions should be tried.” 


Any observing student who has stud- 
ied the sinister methods of skepticism 
can well understand why this first ar- 
ticle of Baptist faith — this centuries- 
old fundamental, should now be ig- 
nored. 


That primary and important article 
in all Baptist Confessions provided a 
hurdle entirely too high for the gal- 
loping steeds of Modernism, and so 
they have sought to stealthily remove 
it, and create for themselves only the 
low and well-trimmed hedges of in- 
dependent thought, free expression, pri- 
vate judgment, and _ separation of 
Church and State. 


Let it be understood that we have 
no objection whatever to a one of these 
principles. We ardently adopt them 
all; but we would remind our readers 
of the reason, and the only reason, 
why they have either significance or 
value; namely, they are twigs from 
the parent stalk of inspired Scripture. 


We hold with others a profound con- 
viction that baptism is an immersion of 
a believer in water. Why? Because 
the Bible so teaches! We hold with 
others in the right of private judg- 
ment. Why? Because the Bible so 
teaches! We hold with others the right 
of individual expression. Why? Be- 
cause the Bible so teaches. ‘We hold 
with others the right to worship God 
according to the dictates of one’s con- 
science. Why? Because the Bible so 
teaches. We hold with the professional 
propagandist in favor of separation of 
Church and State. Why? Because 
the Bible so teaches. 


But we should remind our Brethren 
that that same Bible, the foundation 
stone of all Baptist belief, limits men 
in their freedom of thought and ex- 
pression, and in their conscientious 
worship of God, by its plain declara- 
tions of truth; and any man who thinks 
above what is written, parts company 
with Paul and even turns his back up- 
on the Christ, the chief Subject of all 


Divine revelation. 


Let it be understood, therefore, that 
when this foundation stone is removed 
from Baptist professions, even though 
it be deftly done by New Deal methods 
of ignoring its existence, all other so- 
called Baptist principles find themsel- 
ves as impotent, fruitless, and withered 
as are the branches of a vine when cut 
from the parent stalk; and, like those, 
soon become but kindling for the con- 
suming fires. 


The Teaching of Scripture 
The Bible is the Baptist text-book. 


When Alexander Campbell and his 
conferers quit the denomination, they 
took from it a slogan that had always 
been its strength; namely, “Where the 
Bible speaks, we speak; where it is sil- 
ent, we are silent.” i 


Baptist belief and behavior are or- 
dered by the Book. 


Any attempt to evade or ignore that 
fact is not only un-Baptistic; it is anti- 
Baptistic. 

Our forefathers knew why they ex- 
pressed their confidence in the ’ Bible, 
God’s Word, as the only rule of faith 
and practice! It is a significant fact 
that just as long as their descendants 
stood by this historic declaration, pros- 
perity attended their denomination. Its 
Mission-cause belted the world with 
light; its missionaries grew in numbers, 
the gifts of its people increased an- 
nually. It is suggestive, to say the 
least, that just when this first article 
of our faith began to be repudiated by 
Modernist professionals, the denomina- 
tion commenced an ecclesiastical des- 
cent. The New Deal has reduced our 
gifts to less than one-third, arrested our 
missionary progress, compelled the re- 
call of many efficient men and women 
from foreign fields, and has eventuated 
in a decline of church attendance, spir- 
itual interest, conversions, and _ bap- 
tisms. “When the foundations are re- 
moved what shall the righteous do.” 


Why would it not be a good idea for 
the great host of believers connected 
with our Baptist churches, forming as 
they do a mighty majority of their 
membership, to serve notice upon cer- 
tain leaders that we dissent from their 
doctrinal New Deal, and demand from 
their lips, as our servants, a declara- 
tion of Baptist doetrines consonant 
with Baptist history, and the restora- 
tion of the fundamental of all funda- 
mentals, to its primary place; namely, 
an

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Stage Set For World Dictator 
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UROPE is a blast furnace. Nations 

are dissolving in the mighty con- 
flagration. History is being poured into 
the mould of prophecy. The maps of 
the eastern hemisphere are changing 
with lightning rapidity. The eventual 
outcome of the conflict is clearly de- 
lineated in the Scriptures. 


The Christian is promised two things 
in this sin-cursed world: “Peace,” and

The world is driven into a panic by 
war hysteria but the true Christian 
views it calmly. It must come to 
pass! The world views the present 
situation with murder in its heart but 
the Christian realizes that unregenerat- 
ed human nature is the same in all na- 
tions and among all races and peoples 
— that fallen human nature is always 
and everywhere ready to do Satan’s 
bidding. 

The rule is still true that we are to 
love the sinner but hate his sin. “Love 
worketh no ill to his neighbour: there- 
fore love is the fulfilling of the law” 
(Rom. 13:10). 
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“Be Not Troubled” 


“And ye shall hear of wars and 
rumours of wars: see that ye be not 
troubled: for all these things must 
come to pass, but the end is not yet” 
(Matt. 24:6). 


The Greek word translated “troub- 
led” is a stronger term, that might be 
rendered, “terrified.” Before the Lord 
returns in glory, terror will reach its 
climax as described in Luke 21:26. 


“Men’s hearts failing them for fear, 
and for looking after those things which 
are coming on the earth.” 


Since Bible prophecy must be ful- 
filled, the Christian will not be alarm- 
ed at present trends. He will have an 
intelligent understanding of God’s rea- 
son for permitting these conditions. 
Present distress is doubtless the begin- 
ning of the judgments of the end of the 
age upon man’s sin. All nations are 
guilty. All nations will suffer. 


Daniel ‘said, “Blessed be the name - 


of God for ever and ever: for wisdom 
and might are his: and he changeth the 
times and the seasons: he removeth 
kings, and setteth up kings: he giveth 
wisdom unto the wise, and knowledge 
to them that know understanding: He 
revealeth the: deep and secret things: 
he knoweth what is in the darkness, and 
the light dwelleth with him” (Daniel 
2:20-22). 


God is permitting dictatorships to 
flourish because it is soon time for 
the coming World Dictator to make 
his appearance. The little dictators 
will hand their power over to the dic- 
tator of dictators, the Antichrist. If 
this is God’s time to permit Satan to 
tule the world in the person of the 
Antichrist, nothing will prevent it. All 
the world’s military power arrayed to 
prevent this from coming to pass, will 
avail nothing. 

The spirit of “man-worship” is grip- 
ping the world.

howbeit yet protest solemnly unto 
them, and shew them the manner of 
the king that shall reign over them 


. He will take your sons .. . he will 
appoint him captains . . . to make his 
instruments of war. . . He will take 
your daughters... he will take 


your fields . . . your menservants, and 
your maidservants, and your goodliest 
young men... and ye shall cry out in 
that day because of your king which ye 
shall have chosen you; and the Lord 
will not hear you in that day... 
Nevertheless the people . . . said, Nay; 
but we will have a king over us” (I 
Sam. 8:7-19). 


The spirit of man-worship gripped 
Israel and she is still paying the pen- 
alty for rejecting the Lord and substi- 
tuting a man for God. 


That same spirit is gripping prac- 
tically every nation in the world to- 
day, including our own. The highest

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honor is given to men who destroy in- 
dividual liberty and regiment popula- 
tion, thereby paving the way for the 
coming world dictator, the Antichrist. 


Because they insisted, God permitted 
the people of Israel to have their way 
in Samuel’s day, but they paid the 
penalty for their folly. The world to- 
day is ruling out God. He is beginning 
to exact the penalty. 


Hatred of Christians 


When nations are ruled by ungodly 
men, the innocent always suffer with 
the guilty, and the Christians always 
suffer most. Godless dictators are al- 
ways opposed to Christianity. In Rus- 
sia, every Christian is considered an 
enemy of the government — a sedi- 
tionist. 

Paul the apostle was considered a 
seditionist, but a true, nobler Roman 
citizen never lived. Paul was a convert- 
ed Jew, but because he accepted Christ 
and preached the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity, the unregenerated Jews consid- 
ered him an “anti-Semite” and perse- 
cuted him wherever he went. 


“And when the Gentiles heard this, 
they were glad, and glorified the word 
of the Lord. . . But the Jews stirred 
up the devout and honorable women, 
and the chief men of the city, and rais- 
ed persecution against Paul and Bar- 
nabas, and expelled them out of their 
coasts” (Acts 13:48-50). 


At Iconium “a great multitude both 
of the Jews and also of the Greeks be- 
lieved. But the unbelieving Jews stir- 
red up the Gentiles, and made their 
minds evil affected against the brethren 
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. .. and there was an assault made 
both of the Gentiles, and also of the 
Jews with their rulers . . . to stone 
them” (Acts 14:1-5). 


Unregenerated Gentiles were just as 
severe in their persecution of Paul and 
Silas. At Philippi where the female 
fortune teller was converted and “her 
masters saw that the hope of their 
gains was gone, they caught Paul and 
Silas . . . and brought them to the 
magistrates, saying, These men, being 
Jews, do exceedingly trouble the city, 
and teach customs, which are not law- 
ful for us to receive, neither to observe, 
being Romans” (Acts 16:19-21). 


Christ Rejected 


Christ was branded a seditionist be- 
cause he exposed the hypocrisy of the 
crowd who behind the scenes controlled 
the Roman governors and perverted 
justice. 

Christ was crucified by the High 
Priests because they said He had poli- 
tical ambitions which were in conflict 
with the Roman government. There 
was never any proof of this, but the 
enemies of Christ controlled public 
opinion and soon nearly everybody was 
crying, “Crucify, crucify Him.” The 
masses were parroting back to the pub- 
lic, words against an innocent man — 
words conceived in the pit of perdition 
by the Father of Lies. 


This is a fine illustration of how the 
unsuspecting public is actuated to do 
the bidding of demon-inspired emis- 
saries of Satan. 


“War With the Saints” 


When the Antichrist rules the world, 
every Christian will be considered an 
outlaw and a seditionist. 


Hatred of Christians has already 
reached Satanic fury in many quarters. 
The death sentence will eventually hang 
over every one who preaches the gos- 
pel of Christ. 


“And it was given unto him (the 
Antichrist) to make war with the 
saints, and to overcome them: and 
power was given him over all kindreds, 
and tongues, and nations. And all that 
dwell upon the earth shall worship 
him, whose names are not written in 
the book of life of the Lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world. If any 
man have an ear, let him hear” (Rev. 
13:7-9). 
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In addition to hatred of Christians, 
men will hate their fellowmen. Nation 
shall rise against nation. Demon spir- 
its “go forth unto the kings of the 
earth and of the whole world, to gather 
them to the battle of that great day 
of God Almighty” (Rev. 16:14). 


Europe’s present war is setting the 
stage for a world dictator. Europe 
will be ruled from two cities according 
to Ezekiel 38. The capital of the Rus- 
so-German alliance will be Moscow. 
Communism will sweep over all of 
northern Europe swallowing up the 
smaller nations, stamping out Chris- 
tianity, and shaking her fist at God. 


The best students of Bible prophecy 
believe that the Revived Roman Empire 
will include substantially the territory 


embraced by the old Roman Empire at 


the time of its greatest expansion. 


This included everything bordering 
on the Mediterranean, plus England 
and Wales, but not Scotland or Ireland. 
Eventually England and France will be 
ruled from Rome. 


When this will take place and how 
many times the maps of Europe will 
change before this takes place, only 
time will tell. It may be very soon. 


If Mussolini presses the might of his 
military machine, the maps of the 
Mediterranean area may change rapid- 
ly. He has made vocal his ambition to 
once more make this Sea a Roman 
Lake. 

He will probably attempt ‘to control 
the entrance to the Suez Canal and the 
Pillars of Hercules at Gibraltar. By 
mining the narrow neck of water from 
Sicily to Tunisia he might cut off traf- 
fic from England and take possession 
of the oil line that extends from Meso- 
potamia to Haifa. Spain is virtually 
Fascist’ and will eventually become a 
part of the Revived Roman Empire. 


All nations are headed for dictator- 
ship, war, and finally the reign of Anti- 
christ. All the dictators will lose in 
the Armageddon, for the Lord Him- 
self shall come to end war forever, and 
to set up a kingdom that shall never 
be destroyed. 


Today Satan’s wrath is great. His 
time is short. Dictators are only tem- 
porary rulers. Christ is the rightful 
King of the world and He is coming 
to sway the scepter over the earth.

OUR Lord’s Olivet discourse con- 
tains this answer to the Apos- 
tles, query regarding the end- 
time, or the signs of His coming: 
“And upon the earth distress of 
nations, with perplexity” (Luke 
21:25). 


The word distress comes from the 
Greek sunoche. Second Corinthians 
2:4 translates it “anguish.” In the lat- 
ter Scripture, the term emphasizes one’s 
personal feelings while being sorely op- 

pressed by Satan. This may be taken 

as a hint that Satan is the real oppres- 
sor of the nations, causing the distress 
of the end-time. 


Our Lord mentions “the perplexity” 
of nations also. The word perplexity 
is from the Greek aporiai and simply 
means “cne who has lost the way.” 


Nineteen hundred years ago, Jesus 
Christ looked down the centuries and 
predicted the present condition of our 
world. Have not the nations lost their 
way? 

We know that all the nations of the 
world are to be involved in the last 
battle of Armageddon. Armies from 
every part of the earth are to be drawn 
to Palestine for the final struggle, ac- 
cording to Zechariah 12:2-3. 


At this crucial hour, the prophetic 
message is concerned primarily with 
but three of the six continents — Asia, 
Africa and Europe. These three, of 
course, form the shore line of the Med- 
iterranean Sea. The Mediterranean in 
Scripture is spoken of as the “great 
sea.” Shall we turn our attention now 
to the prophetic positions of countries 
on these three continents? 


England 


We know that the British would 
condemn us for speaking of them as 
Europeans. They do not consider them- 
selves a part of Europe. But, we are 
accustomed to think of them as such. 


Bible students are generally agreed 
that “Tarshish” in prophecy refers to 
Great Britain. Anciently, the part of 
the world now known as the British 
Isles did a great business with Tyre. 
Ezekiel 27:12 speaks of Tarshish as 
being a land of tin. Recent archaeolog- 
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ical discoveries have revealed that Jo- 
seph of Arimathea had a number of 
ships which made regular voyages to 
the present British Isles for the purpose 
of buying tin. In fact, the name “Bri- 
tain” comes from the Greek meaning 
“land of tin.” The Phoenicians called 
that part of the world “Burath-Anak.” 
This also means “land of tin.” 


Herodotus, the father of history, al- 
ludes to the British Isles as the “Tin 
Islands.” Tarshish is also identified 
as a lion (Ezekiel 38:13). To be mother 
of young lions, she must be the old 
lion. This, as we know, is the symbol 
of England. The emblem of the lion 
is on her coins, her Royal Standard 
and every Imperial Coat of Arms. 


This nation is also identified as one 
possessing many ships. Not a few 
students believe that ancient Tyre, 
which was the “merchant of the people 
for many isles” (Ezekiel 27:3) is typi- 
cal of the present Great Britain, be- 
cause it too is “out in the sea,” as it 


were, and their ships call at all of the 
ports of the world. (See Ezekiel 27.) 


Speaking of the Ships of Tarshish, 
we know that Britain has long had the 
name Mistress of the Seas. Will she 
retain this power to the very end of 
the age, or will calamity fall upon her? 


Students agree that Isaiah 2 is an 
Apocalyptic chapter. In verse 2 the 
“last days” are mentioned. It is spoken 
of as a time, “when He ariseth to shake 
terribly the earth” (verse 19). This 
terrible destruction is repeated in verse 
21. But what about the Ships of Tar- 
shish? In verse 16 they are to be 
brought low during this time of divine 
intervention. We cannot help but be- 
lieve that the crisis now facing the Brit- 
ish people is an ominous sign of im- 
pending judgment. 


Germany and Russia 


And now let us turn our attention to 
Germany. Bible students are agreed

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that “Gomer” in Scripture refers to 
modern Germany. We who have gone 
to the trouble of tracing it, are satis- 
fied that this interpretation is right. 


We find Gomer for the first time in 
Genesis 10:2. This is known as an 
ethnological chapter. It gives the origin 
of many modern nations, especially 
those that will be involved in a definite 
way prophetically, during the latter 
days. We last hear of Gomer at the 
battle of Armageddon, in Ezekiel 38:6. 


According to this passage, Gomer will 
be flanked with “all his bands.” Doubt- 
less the “bands” refer to peoples who 
come under German domination. It 
was prophesied twenty-six centuries ago 
that Gomer would greatly expand his 
borders shortly before the final strug- 
gle. Judgment will strike that Country 
also, because Armageddon is destined 
to take in the whole world. 


A few Sundays ago we warned our 
radio audience that Russia would in- 
vade Scandinavian territory from the 
east and Germany from the south. 
Since that talk was delivered, both of 
these things have come to pass. Ezekiel 
refers to the “North Quarters” as com- 
ing under Gomer and Gog (the latter 
referring to Russia.) Norway, Sweden, 
Finland, Denmark and other smaller 


Baltic countries are of the “North 
Quarters.” 
The Revised Version speaks of 


“Rosh” (Ezekiel 38:2). In the Hebrew 
alphabet the character Rosh means “the 
head.” The translators thought this 
was simply a letter out of place, and 
so thrust it from the text of the Au- 
thorized Version. They translated 
Rosh to read Chief. 


Bible students are agreed that Gog 
and Magog refer to Russia. The word 
Meshech is equivalent for Moscow. 
Tubal is identical with Tobolsk. Rosh 
sounds very much like Russia. We 
know that most of our readers are 
familiar with these facts, but it is in- 
deed remarkable that Divine Inspira- 
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tion should have revealed in Ezekiel’s 
day, that Russia and Germany would 
come together in an end-time confed- 
eration just before Armageddon. The 
Meshech of Russia and Tubal of Si- 
beria are included in the USSR. The 
“U” stands for union. This mighty 
prophecy could not have been made 
by the mind of man. 


Russia is to be “visited” in the latter 
days. (Ezekiel 38:8). The word visited 
is from the Hebrew pagaod. which 
means “to draw attention to,” “to bring 
to light,” “be plainly seen.” 


We know that Russia has been 
brought to the front in the last two 
decades. But God will not only permit 
them to be brought to the front; He 
is to visit them with judgment. The 
chapter predicts Divine wrath against 
Russia. Communism in Russia has 
robbed the people of their God. Al- 
though the stranglehold of international 
apostate Jewry seems to be weakening 
upon the nation, the present generation 
has grown up under atheism and hates 
the very idea that a Supreme Being ex- 
ists. Thus we see weak, puny men de- 
fying God, but at Armageddon they 
will meet their fate. Judgment is be- 
ginning to fall upon the Jewish people, 
like other peoples, because of their 
rebellion against God. 


Russia is to be the “guar 
(Ezekiel 38:7). This word guard is 
from a Hebrew word meaning com- 
mander or leader. By this, I believe 
we can determine that Russia will head 
the great Northern Confederacy of na- 
tions. 


Ezekiel, chapter 38, makes it clear 
that Germany and Russia will be defi- 
nitely anti-Semitic in the end-time. We 
know that this has taken place in Ger- 
many, but what about Russia? The 
bloody rule of Communism in Russia 
must be laid at the door of apostate 
Jews, against whom storm clouds are 
gathering. 


As stated above, there are several 
indications, however, that Jewry is los- 
ing its grip on the Russian people, and 
no telling how soon pogroms will break 
out. At any rate, this northern and 
eastern confederacy of nations will 
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” of Gomer 


sweep down on the land of Palestine, 
thus drawing the Roman Empire into 
battle with them in the valley of Es- 
draelon. 


Rome and Japan 


Those who know their prophecies, 
understand that while things move to- 
ward confederation in northern Europe, 
there are prophetical changes to also 
take place in southern Europe. We 
know that according to prophecy, the 
Balkans are to rejoin Rome because 
they were formerly a part of the Ro- 
man Empire. We have been watching 
the movements of Benito Mussolini 
wondering if he would not, in the near 
future, make some sort of gesture to 
the nations beyond the Adriatic. Pro- 
phetically, it is evident, that he will 
keep a firm hand upon the Balkans, 
for this territory was within the bounds 
of old Rome. Daniel says that the 
old Roman beast must be revived. 


We have stated before that the small- 
er European, Asiatic and African coun- 
tries would be forced to bow to Rome 
because of pressure from the larger 
nations. They will have to flee to their 
big brother for “protection.” The 
Scriptures state that Rome will ap- 
parently subdue three of the larger 
nations that formerly were in the Em- 
pire. We believe they were Spain, 
France and Britain. Spain has vir- 
tually been made a part of the Roman 
Empire under the dictatorship of Fran- 
co, who obviously follows orders from 
Mussolini. 


Japan is known as the Land of the 
Sunrise, and in Revelation 16:12 we 
have the phrase “kings of the east.” 
In the Greek, this is “kings of the sun- 
rise.” It is generally referred to as 
Asia. If this interpretation is true, 
then it: would indicate that Russia will 
have Japan with them in the northern 
and eastern alliance. We all know 
how bitter Russia has been toward 
Japan the last few years. Even less 
than a year ago Russia was supplying 
China with arms to fight Japan. Since 
the Russo-German alliance, a spirit of 
friendliness is said to be developing 
between Japan and Moscow.

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"7 Walk With The King”

ERE is another great testimony, 

and I believe of all the solos I sang 
through the years with Mr. Sunday, 
this is the one he seemed to like best, 
and called for most frequently. 


This is a song that must be drama- 
tized, rather than sung complacently. 
If the singer follows the notes as they 
are written, it appears rather ordinary; 
but, instead of using the exact tempo 
and rhythm indicated, if the singer will 
study the thought and the words of the 
song, then in the light of its message, 
dramatize and present it, the effort will 
be much more effective. 


Before I joined Mr. Sunday regularly, 
Mr. Ackley and I were already associat- 
ed in the writing and publishing of 
Gospel songs. I came to visit the Sun- 
day Evangelistic Party in Youngstown, 
Ohio. Mr. Ackley gave me this song in 
manuscript, and I sang it for the first 
time in the meeting there. 


After we had gone back to our home, 
Mr. Sunday referred to the song. He 
said that in singing the chorus there 
should be a very decided break and 
slight pause after the words “walk” 
and “talk.” He got up and demonstrat- 
ed to us how it should be sung. I have 
followed his suggestion ever since, and 
I believe that is one reason for the 
success of this particular song. While 
not a musician, Mr. Sunday had a rare 
sense of the “eternal fitness” of things 
in connection with Gospel songs, and 
their presentation. We always gave 
careful consideration to his opinon of 
the value and usefulness of a new song. 


In the interpretation of this chorus, 
especially the first phrase, “I Walk With 
the King” should be sung rather quick- 
ly, with a slight pause, and the Halle- 
lujah, more as an exclamation than 
part of the music! The same way with 
the next phrase, “I Walk With the 
King,” then “Praise His name!” “No 
longer I roam, my soul faces home,” 
can follow the rhythm and tempo of 
the music, then Mr. Sunday’s sugges- 
tion was a very distinct and sharp 
pause after “I walk” and “I talk.” 


Mr. Ackley tells me an interesting 
story about the writing of this song. 
Both of us loved and appreciated 
Charles H. Gabriel very much. He was 
the king of all Gospel song writers of 
all time. 

While Mr. Ackley was living at 
Winona Lake, Indiana, Mr. and Mrs. 
Gabriel came down to visit him for a 
week or two. Some of the evenings were 


' spent looking over manuscripts of 


Songs. Mr. Ackley had written the 
music for “I Walk With the King” but 


‘it did not seem to satisfy him. He had 


even written two musical settings, but 


¢ neither of them seemed satisfactory, so 


as usual he took the problem up with 
Mr. Gabriel. With his uncanny instinct 
as to the very best way to present the 
message of the Gospel in music, Mr. 
Gabriel asked Mr. Ackley to play over 
both melodies. After this was done he 
said, “Now, take the verse melody of 
one manuscript and chorus of the other, 
and put them together” — the song 
was complete and never changed. 


During the Philadelphia campaign 


Mr. Ackley and I went one night to a 
large Negro church down in Catharine 
Street. We had a large and enthusiastic 
group of our Negro friends there. I sang 
this song. As I finished the last verse, 
a good old-fashioned colored woman 
got up and started down the aisle to- 
ward the front, stepping high. From 
about the middle of the house she call- 
ed out to me, “Halleluiah, brother, I 
walks wid Him, too.” Then we could 
hear the response from all over the 
house, “We all walks wid Him down 
here.” And I say over and over again, 
that’s the real purpose of the song, to 

get folks to walk with Him. 
As I said in the beginning, this song 
can be made much more effective by 
— Turn To Page 14. 
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the right interpretation and dramatic 
presentation. 


In our annual summer conference at 
Winona Lake, Indiana, and especially 
in my own class, where we discuss and 
demonstrate the proper interpretation 
of Gospel songs, we also put a lot of 
emphasis on the dramatization of song 
poems. 


Some of our Gospel songs have been 
criticized by good musicians — some of 


them justly so, but I honestly believe 
that the criticism has resulted from 
poor interpretation and poor presenta- 
tion, rather than from the song itself. 
Good interpretation can make an ordi- 
nary song seem good, and it can cer- 
tainly make a good song seem better. 


That is one reason why we are al- 
ways glad to welcome at our Winona 
Lake school, in August, the really good 
singers and leaders, because we believe 
we can show them that the Gospel song 
message, when artistically and proper- 
ly presented, is the most important mes- 
sage in all the world today. 








Onward Christian Soldiers 





GREAT deal is being said today 

about “fifth column” activity. This 
expression alludes to persons or groups 
regarded as “subversive, traitors or 
saboteurs.” 


The hideous spirit animating the 
“fifth column” is found in circles other 
than political and military. It is known 
to have infiltrated the camp of Chris- 
tian theology. There is determined ef- 
fort in some quarters to sabotage the 
militant, evangelical program of Jesus 
Christ. 

Emphasis must be placed upon the 
fact, that “fifth columnists,” whether 
operating in religious or political fields, 
whether of Nazi, Fascist or Commun- 
ist hue, are to be regarded as enemies 
of Christian Americanism. 


The strategy of religious saboteurs 
has been to drive a wedge between 
ranks of believers, hoping thereby to 
neutralize their spiritual influence. Con- 
sequently, they have attacked on many 
fronts, the most vital of which has been 
the fundamentals of the historical and 
evangelical Faith. It is well known 
that in recent years Bible-believing 
Christians have been on the defensive. 
A clipping from a metropolitan news- 
paper of April 4, 1940, discloses the 
most recent method of assaulting the 
bulwark of true religion. 


Under headline, “Militant Church 
Song Hit,” the report says, “ ‘Let’s ban- 
ish .ONWARD CHRISTIAN SOL- 
DIERS from schools and churches. It’s 
a grand tune but too militant in spirit 
for these troublous times.’ This sug- 
gestion, voiced by D. Sterling Wheel- 
wright, director of the Mormon chapel 
in Washington, D. C., and noted organ- 
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ist, was made before a meeting of music 
educators at Music Educators National 
Conference. 


“Wheelwright’s recommendations won 
unanimous approval as he added, 
‘Schools and church leaders earnestly 
wish that in Sunday Schools the song, 
Onward Christian Soldiers, go into 
temporary eclipse. At this time, when 
the world is filled with thoughts of 
war and we in this Country are imbued 
with the hope that America will keep 
out of war, let’s slight these rousing 
Sunday School songs which use armies 
and hosts and banners as figures to 
arouse a militant spirit.” 


What the patriotic quality of the 
“Star Spangled Banner” has meant to 
loyal Americans, the spiritual quality 
of “Onward Christian Soldiers” has 
meant to Christians. It is the national 
anthem of Christendom, the rallying 
hymn of churches and creeds that name 
the name of Christ. 


It is to be questioned if there is a 
single church in America, in which con- 
gregations have not been blessed by the 
impact of its thrilling challenge. Heart 
and soul vibrate to its rhythmic appeal. 
The sacred old hymn is an integral 
part of religious worship. It enjoys 
a place along side “The Old Rugged 
Cross” and the “Doxology.” 


It is a wicked thing to suggest that it 
be banned, especially in our Sunday 
Schools. It is like demanding that the 
“Star Spangled Banner” be torn from 
the hearts and lips of patriotic Amer- 
icans. Who, other than alien enemies, 
would attempt to crush the spirit of the 
national anthem, in a time of crisis? 


It has been one hundred and thirty- 
six years since “Onward Christian Sol- 
diers” was written. Bloody wars have 
been fought during this century and a 
half, but at no time has one had the 
audacity to propose that this grand 
old hymn has thwarted the efforts of 
peace. 


It is the sublime of the ridiculous 
to suppose that singing of “Onward 
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Christian Soldiers” contributes to war 
hysteria. The battle to which the words 
of the song refer is not one of flesh 
and blood. The warfare of the Chris- 
tian involves “principalities and pow- 
ers.” In the language of Paul, “For 
we wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against pow- 
ers, against the rulers of darkness of 
this world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places.” 


The Author, Sabine Baring-Gould, 
was of English birth. In the year 1864, 
he was curate of a small mission in 
Horbury, England. Whitmonday, a day 
of public observance seven weeks after 
Easter, was occasion for a school fes- 
tival. Children were to march from 
Horbury to a neighboring village. The 
Author wrote “Onward Christian Sol- 
diers” as a marching song to be used 
on that occasion. Hence, the hymn was 
conceived as a medium to observe a 
holy day, and not as a chant to in- 
spire war passion, as some would sug- 
gest. 


“Onward Christian Soldiers” was first 
published on October 15, 1864 titled 
“Hymn For Procession With Cross and 
Banner.” “St. Albans,” a slow tune 
from a symphony, was originally sung 
with it. However, in 1871, another 
melody was composed by Sir Arthur 
Sullivan, which superseded this. The 
anthem as we sing it today, first ap- 
peared in the Musical Times in 1872, 
and then in The Hymnary in 1872. 


Down through the years, ‘this grand 


old hymn has become increasingly pop- ' 


ular among Christian folk. It has been 
the means of expressing the deepest 
impulses of the soul. Its militant fer- 
vor reflects the spirit of patriotism. To 
be able to sing “Onward Christian Sol- 
diers” and the “Star Spangled Banner” 
from the depths of a sincere heart — 
that is true Christian Americanism.

JOHN WYCLIF AND THE ENGLISH 
BIBLE. By Dr. Melvin M. Cammack. Pub- 
lished by American Tract Society. Pages 
289. Price $1.75. 


TX THIS study of the life and original 


Biblical translations of John Wyclif, 
the Author has produced a most valu- 
able volume. It is the kind of bio- 
graphy that glows with human interest 
and fires the imagination. 


The work is arranged in two sections. 
Wyclif’s life and environment, as well 
as critical problems confronting the 
Cause of Christ in his day, are studied. 
The obstacles involved in casting the 
Scriptures into the moulds of four- 
teenth century English, are discussed. 
Then, in the second part, Wyclif’s own 
translations from the Bible are pub- 
lished. 


Dr. Cammack discusses mooted 
questions which have divided Christian 
scholars for years. Was the Early 
Wycliffite Version the first complete 
Bible *in the English tongue, or were 
there others before it? Did the Wy- 
cliffite Bible cease to be important 
within a century or so, or did it live 
on as a vital force, affecting Tyndale 
and later translators? Did Wyclif 
translate the entire Bible or only por- 
tions? 


The ‘book reveals that Wyclif was 
a powerful figure in the pulpit, a bril- 
liant scholar, a reformer who built 
fires beneath the intolerable corruption 
of the Church. He has been called the 
“Morning Star, of the Reformation.” 
Wyclif was probably the first English- 


-man to use English prose as a vehicle 


of literary expression. 
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July 7 
Job Tempted to Doubt God's 
Goodness 
Job 2:1-13 





OLDEN TEXT: “In all this Job 
sinned not, nor charged God fool- 
ishly” Job 1:22. 


Bible critics say the account of Job 
is not a literal narrative, but only an 
allegory. This is an indication of spir- 
itual blindness. Job was a real person 
and is so classified in the Bible (Ezek. 
14:14,20; Jas. 5:11). The names and 
places mentioned in relation to him are 
specified with an exactness not found in 
an allegory. Job is found acting as 
did the patriarchs in the matter of of- 
fering sacrifices (Job 1:5; Gen. 12:7). 


Critics object to Job because, as we 
tread in chapter 2, Satan is mentioned. 
They reject the idea of a personal 
Devil. They would rather have evil 
described as a vague principle or mood. 
Satan is a real person. He goes about 
seeking whom He may devour. He at- 
tacked our Lord (Matt. 4:1-11). He is 
the great Accuser of the brethren (Rev. 
12:10). He can only be overcome by 
faith in the atoning work of Christ 
(Rev. 12:11). He holds as captives of 
death and judgment, those who reject 
Christ (Heb. 2:14-15). 


In verse 2, God asks Satan where he 
had been. This illustrates the fact that 
even he must give an account of him- 
self to God. Satan replies, “From go- 
ing to and fro in the earth, and from 
walking up and down in it.” This 
| shows that men are always in mortal 
| danger from the enemy — the Prince 
and Power of the Air — while they are 
apart from Christ (John 14:30; 2 Cor. 
4:4; 1 Pet. 5:10; Eph. 6:10-18). 


The Devil sneeringly implies that Job 
only feared God to save his life. God 
then gives Satan the power to afflict 
Job’s body (verses 6-8). The disease 
has been described as “intense heat, a 
burning and ulcerous swelling, or lepro- 
sy in its most terrific form, called Ele- 


 phantiasis, taking its name from the 


appearance of the body which is cover- 
ed with knotty, cancerous bark, like the 
hide of an elephant; the whole frame is 
in a state of progressive dissolution, 
ending slowly but surely in death.” 


So many events in this world seem 
without rhyme or reason. A good man 
is bereaved of a loved one, robbed of 
his property, left in hunger, or stopped 





by broken health. Sometimes evil be- 
falls a saint, impossible to explain, and 
an unbeliever uses it to tempt the good 
man to give up, to criticize God, or 
sink into the confusion of doubt, and 
backslide. To help us meet all this 
and stand true, Job’s experience is put 
on record. We are taught that if we 
cannot understand our trials and afflic- 
tions, we must turn a deaf ear to gain- 
sayers, wait in patience, and be assured 
that God never forgets His own. 





July 14 


Job’s Struggle to Faith in Life 
After Death 


Job 14:13-17; 17:13-16; 19:23-29 


({OLDEN TEXT: “For I know that 
my redeemer liveth” Job 19:25. 


“Oh that thou wouldest hide me in 
the grave” (verse 13). To Job, the 
grave, or literally sheol, the place of 
departed spirits, would be release from 
his trouble in this world. In silence 
of the tomb of death, hidden from the 
eyes of men, he is willing to endure his 
punishment “Until thy wrath be pass- 
ed.” The question arises ... what lies 
beyond the grave? If he should ‘be 
hidden in sheol, will that mark the end 
of things? Will he remain in that state? 


“If a man die, shall he live again?” 
(verse 14). This question would have 
to be answered in the negative, except 
for the revelation of God. Alexander 
McClaren says: “Job’s question waited 
long for an answer. Weary centuries 
rolled away; but at last the doubting, 
almost despairing cry, put into the 
mouth of the man of sorrows of the 
Old Testament, is answered by the Man 
of Sorrows of the New. The answer, 
in fact, is the resurrection of Christ.” 


The answer to which Dr. McClaren 
refers is found in John 11:25: “I am the 
resurrection and the life: he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live.” 


The Old Testament saints had hope, 
but no visible witness which gave sub- 
stance to their faith. They died in 
faith (Heb. 11:13), but although they 
obtained a good report, they received 
not the promise (Heb. 11:39-40). Had 
not our Lord Jesus Christ come, this 
would be our state now. Since He has 
died, conquered the grave, and entered 
into heaven, we can now be sure (Heb. 
6:19). Job did not know what we 
can know and believe. We need not 





say what he said, “as for my hope, 
who shall see it?” (Job 17:15). We 
are the witnesses of the resurrection 
fact and glory of Christ (Acts 2:32; 
26:23; 1 Tim. 3:16). 


“Oh that my words were now writ- 
tén” (Job 19:23). If they could be 
inscribed in a book for future genera- 
tions to read and judge, not influenced 
by prejudices of those with whom he is 
contending, he could rely upon a just 
verdict. But a book would not be suf- 
ficient, since ink and parchment perish. 
To secure their immortality, he desires 
that they were “graven” in rock and, 
in order that the great truth he is about 
to utter may be ever legible, he would 
have them filled in with lead. How 
marvelously this was fulfilled as his 
words became part of the indestructible 
rock of the Divine Record. 


What would he have written down? 
That his Redeemer liveth (Job 17:25). 
The word, “redeemer,” should be 
translated vindicator. Job had been 
meeting the arguments of his critics and 
despaired of any vindication in his 
life. But he clung to his assurance that 
God would vindicate him in life be- 
yond the grave. This is the one sure 
hope which the Holy Spirit had reveal- 
ed to him. Job’s knowledge that his 
Redeemer would not come until the 
latter days, and that then He would 
stand upon the earth, must have come 
to him as great flashes of inspiration. 





July 21 
Job’s Repentance And 
Restoration 
Job 42:1-13 





OLDEN TEXT: “The Lord turned 
the captivity of Job, when he pray- 
ed for his friends” Job 42:10. 


This chapter divides into two parts. 
In the first portion, Job makes his final 
submission, humbling himself in the 
dust before God. In the second part, 
the story is resumed and brought to a 
close. 


God comes face to face with Job and 
his comforters. He draws Job’s atten- 
tion to the majesties and perfections in 
the universe which reveal His power 
and Godhead (Rom. 1:19-20). Job is 
humbled. The Lord had spoken, and 
Job understands that the true attitude of 
man is one of reverential humility be- 
fore Him (Job 41:34). In the presence

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of the Holy One, Job is abased and at 
last sees himself utterly unworthy to 
enjoy the fellowship of Jehovah. 


The confession of Job is complete. In 
the first part of verse 2, he recognizes 
the omnipotence of God in His crea- 
tion. He came to see that evil could 
not emanate from Jehovah, and that 
“He doeth all things well.” How com- 
plete is his self-disgust (verse 3). He 
expresses deep and humble penitence, 
confessing his ignorance and admitting 
his arguments had been “without 
knowledge.” 


It is not a common virtue to confess 
so completely. Most men explain their 
faults rather than admit them. Job, 
however, threw himself upon the mercy 
of Jehovah (verse 4). He had been 
speaking to God, now he was willing 
that God should speak to him (Ps. 
119:41, 67, 111, 155; Ps. 19:7-14). 


Instead of being driven from God be- 
cause of suffering, Job is truly submis- 
sive to His will. If, in the wisdom of 
God, he should suffer, he would rather 
endure affliction than, without this 
knowledge of God, live in a state of 
health and prosperity. This solution

of the problem — trusting God under 
unknown conditions — is one of the 
most precious truths of this Book. 








July 28 
Weighing Consequences 


Prov. 1:7-10; Isa. 5:11, 12, 18-23; 
Gal. 6:7-9 





OLDEN TEXT: “Godliness is pro- 

fitable unto all things, having prom- 
ise of the life that now is, and of that 
which is to come” — 1 Tim. 4:8. 


“The fear of the Lord,” is a term 
implying reverence for God. This 
“fear” is the origin of knowledge, with- 
out which there can be no attainment 
of true wisdom. 


To recognize this truth is the begin- 
ning, the necessary condition, the es- 
sential prerequisite of knowledge. Those 
who seek knowledge in any other spirit, 
or by any other path, really despise 
wisdom and discipline; and in so doing 
show themselves to be not wise men 
but “fools.” Such persons are hard 
of heart, and not only despise wisdom 
and instruction but entice others to 
sinful ways (Prov. 1:10). 
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God permits woes upon His people 
because of their sins (Isa. 5:11-12). 
The description of drunkenness in verse 
11 fits exactly conditions of the present 
day. The rising sun sees the wretched 
victim of alcohol searching for an open 
saloon; he has slept little and craves a 
drink to steady his nerves. He tarries 
late into the night. He is burning the 


candle at both ends and will soon burn 


out. 


In Isaiah 5:i2, we have pictured the | 


refinement with which drunkards seek 
to cover their beastliness. Music is 
constantly prostituted to become the 
servitor of passion. While these ancient 
sinners gave themselves over to sen- 
sual indulgences, they forgot “the work 
of the Lord” (Job 21:11-14; Amos 
6:4-6). One of the most serious evils 
of the use of wine is that it leads men 


to forget God (Job 34:24-27; Ps. 28:5; . 
cs) 


9:17). 

Five Roads that lead to ruin. (1) 
The Road of Drunkenness (Isa. 5:11- 
12). (2) The Road of Hardening One’s 
Self in Sinful Living (Isa. 5:18-19). 
(3) The Road Where Things Are Up- 
side Down (Isa. 5:20). (4) The Road 
of Pride (Isa. 5:21). (5) The Road of 
Rewarding the Wicked and Robbing 
the Righteous (Isa. 5:22-23). 

In their enthusiasm for sin, they 
mock at God and His Word and say:

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mies of Antichrist will be to the 
NORTH and the EAST. I hold to 
the view that Antichrist’s political cen- 
ter will be at Rome. If you will look 
on a map, you will find that the longi- 
tude of Italy and Germany on the west 
fi are identical. They are at east longi- 
M@eude 5. This is proof that Antichrist’s 
one great enemy will be Germany, and 
it is exactly to the north. As we have 
stated before, Germany and Russia are 
predicted to be the main nations of the 
northern alliance. Therefore, Russia 
is to be against Rome. There may 
seem to be friendliness between Rome, 
Berlin and Moscow now, but I believe 
this will change, with the revived Ro- 
man Empire becoming antagonistic to- 
ard the northern kingdoms. 


Notice on your map again, that the 
southern tip of Italy and the southern 
tip of Russia, are in north latitude 38. 
Russia is exactly east of Italy. Now 
go back again and read Daniel 11:44 
and you will have a clue to what the 
prophet meant when he said the Anti- 
christ’s enemies would be to the north 
and east. The same passages teach 
that the Antichrist, heading the Roman 
| Empire, will go forth with “great fury 
o destroy” his enemies to the east 
and north. This is the prophetic way 
of alluding to the final “Armageddon.” 


There are reports that Russia’s next 
move will be against India. Notice on 
the map again, that if Japan and Rus- 
sia make an alliance, India and China 
will be forced to go with the Reds. 
No, this is not a dream. As stated 
before, the Kings of the East must 
come against the revived Roman Em- 


é 
As far as we know, no one ever 
dreamed until recently that virtually 
all of Asia would be assembled to bat- 
tle against the Roman Empire. Persia, 
China, Japan and India are the main 
countries spoken of Biblically as the 


“east.” Think once more — Russia 
has her eye on India! 


Belgium and the Netherlands have 
already agreed that they will join the 
Allies. No doubt when the present 
Struggle is over these countries will 
also lose their identity, including Lux- 
embourg — becoming a part of the 
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Roman Empire. (These words were 
written back in April — Editor.) 


Turkey is mentioned in Scripture un- 
der the name “Togarmah” (Ezekiel 38: 
6). It is spoken of as being in the 
“north quarters.” Turkey is directly 
north of Palestine. The phrase “north 
parts” in Ezekiel 38:15 is. from the 
Greek meaning “the uttermost parts of 
the north.” If you will notice on your 
map, going straight north from Pales- 
tine, the land is Turkish, and includes 
a tip of Scandinavia. 


But what part will Turkey play in 
the end-time? According to Ezekiel 
38, this Country will eventually be 
with the Northern Confederacy of na- 
tions. Was not Turkey in the old Ro- 
man Empire, and will she not be there 
again? Is it possible that Turkey could 
be on both sides? We believe that we 
know the solution to this seeming con- 
tradiction. We believe that Turkey 
will be in the Roman Empire. 


Turkey’s late ruler, Ataturk, did more 
to westernize Turkey than all of his 
predecessors. He compelled the women 
folk to remove their veils and the men 
to wear western hats, ignoring their 
fez. Ataturk did all this to obliterate 
their Asiatic traits and cause them to 
become European-minded. This is in 
strict keeping with prophecy. Turkey 
will be in the Roman Empire. How, 
then, can she be with Russia and Ger- 
many in the battle of Armageddon? 
We believe that Revelation 16:12 gives 
us the answer. When the sixth angel 
pours out his vial upon the great river 
Euphrates, we are told that it will be 
“dried up.” The Euphrates river was 
the eastern boundary of the Roman 
Empire. The phrase “dried up” means 
“bring to an end.” We believe that 
Turkey will finally revolt against 
Rome, thus drying up the eastern boun- 
dary of the Roman Empire. 


Why would Turkey revolt against 
the Roman Empire? It should be re- 
membered that Turkey ruled the land 
of Palestine for over thirteen hundred 
years. They are very jealous of that 
land to this day. They will probably 
see their chance for a slice of Palestine 
when Russia and Germany, with the 
Northern and Eastern Confederacy of 
nations, are swooping down upon the 
Holy Land. 


Mussolini is definitely reviving the 
Roman Empire. About a year ago 
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when he wanted Corsica and Tunisia, 
Daladier said: “We will fight to the 
last Frenchman to retain our posses- 
sions.” The tables have turned now, 
however, and ambassadors are traveling 
between Paris and Rome trying to sell 
Mussolini on the Allied cause. It is 
reported that France-is willing to give 
Mussolini Tunisia and Corsica if he 
will join their side. Corsica and Tuni- 
sia were formerly in the Roman Em- 
pire. We can look for them to be in- 
cluded again in the very near future. 


We have prophetically dealt with in- 
ternational affairs in Europe, Asia and 
Africa. Every nation in the world is 
sharing in the distress and the per- 
plexity mentioned by our Lord. 


Generally speaking, the nations to 
the north and to the east of the Dan- 
ube and the Rhine will clash in the 
battle of Armageddon — against the 
nations to the south and to the west 
of the Rhine and the Danube. We be- 
lieve that the present struggle will 
align these countries in the place that 
prophecy declares. 
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dotes becoming almost as deadly and 
poisonous as the original snakebite. In 
reality the rattlesnake of Communism, 
the water-moccasin of Fascism and the 
copperhead of Nazism are about equal- 
ly deadly to democracy and individual 
liberty. The Fascists and Nazis openly 
condemn all democracies and the dem- 
ocratic idea. The Communists pay 
hypocritical lip-service to democracy; 
but what they mean by democracy is 
not what we mean by democracy.” 


Refuting Vicious Falsehoods 


In order to properly refute certain
